This makes for cooperation 
and a recognition that the welfare of one depends on 
the welfare of all." 

Fiddle and Fight includes surviving the 
Depression, shipyard work during World War II, other 
music jobs, family life and a remarkable living 
alliance with an African- American couple, Walter and 
Essie Johnson. It is a story of principled struggle 
against oppression and racism, well-seasoned with 
warmth and humor.

In 
acidition to letters to Marx's family, to friends and to 
pirfjlishers, Engels is focused on working class devel- 
opments in France, Germany, Britain and the USA. He 
documents the struggle in Germany against the Anti- 
Socialist Law, and notes the increasing S-D success in 
Reichstag elections. He fears rivalry between 
European powers will bring war, which would weak- 
en die voung socialist movement. He urges French 
socialists to organize a proper daily paper, to be less 
factious in dieir dealings with the international move- 
ment and to make more effort to communicate with 
crther parties. 

In England he castigates the old-style trade unions 
and warmly welcomes the development of the new 
unions, in u hich Eleanor Marx played a major role.

Many letters concem the two 1889 Int'l Paris 
Congresses organized by the Workers Party of France 
and the Possibilists. Engels has trenchant comments 
on the competing strands within the French and inter- 
national movements. Building on the success of the 
1889 conferences, an international celebration of May 
Day was organized in 1890. These events were the 
beginnings of the Second International 

Other letters are taken up with his work editing 
Marx's writings, especially CAPITAL v. 2. He also 
corresponds with U.S. publishers about his own work, 
especially the U.S. edition of The Conditinr r,f the 
Working Class in Britain. 

He comments on Bismarck's relationship- vith 
three generations of German emperors— both N\ ii:i2m 
I and Frederick III died in 1888, to be succeeded b . 
William II, of whom Engels had a very low opiniori 
He is critical of both German and French nationalism, 
and paiticularly of the Boulangist current in the 
French working class movement, which he sees as 
part of the recurring French problem of Bonapartism. 

The letters also show the personal side of Engels. 
There are visits from Eleanor Marx, Schorlemmer and 
many others, and his attention to holidays and cele- 
brations. Although Engels was a formidable political 
analyst and opponent, he could also be a very warm 
friend.

Here Dr. Somerville discusses evidence from 
American history that the judges would not permit in 
ihe three Smith Act trials in which he was a witness 
rc»r the defense.
